ANCIENT MILLIONAIRES. 



Tlio VaiKlerbiltM, Jay Oouldti and 
AstorN of Antif]uily. 

Thousoudfl of men Imvo envied Astof, 
Stewart, Vanderbilt, Maokey, B^oeno, 
Gould and the other fellows who can 
buy strawberries at $1 per bos ; but the 
richest of them nve mere vagrants when 
compared to some of the anciouta. 
Tlioro WHS Niuus, for instauco. Ho was 
tho son of Ninirod, the old hunter, who 
mode the Hons scratch for holes and ti- 
gers take to ditchos. Old Nini left his 
boy about £130,000,000 in cash, besides 
120,000 cattle, n piece of laud about as 
big as Arkansas, and 11:,000 likely slaves. 
There were no la^^•ye^•8 in those days 
wlio made a specialty of breaking wills, 
and yoang Niuus quietly took possession 
and cast about for some plan to keep 
himself out of tho poor-house. 

Ho was cousiderod a i^oor young man, 
and had ho boon seen lugging his girl to 
au ice-oream saloon or riding out in a 
livery rig his friends wonld bare said he 
would bring up in a garret. By a Inoky 
capture of toiTitory from tho Ass3^^ans, 
together with 20,000 slaves, 125,000 cat- 
tle, ten wngoii-loa Js uf silver and jewels, 
and a few other tritles, Niuus walked up 
tho aociid ladder until big bugs asked 
after his wife and babies, aud he could 
lose tlu'oo games of billiards without 
wondering if the o\TOer of the saloon 
would take a "stand off," He was worth 
£380,000,000 when he died, and yet for 
the last five years of his life he went 
without mutton because the price bad 
raised to 8 cents a pound. 

Tho heiress with a §50,000 bank ac- 
count considers herself some pumpkins, 
bnt what a 3-cent piece she would have 
been alongside of Queen Semiramis. 
She not only had the lucre left by Niuus, 
bnt in ten years she had increased it 
fourfold. Just multiply £350,000.000 
by two, and you have tho amount of her 
bank balance, to say notliing of jewels 
and clothing imd fiu-uiture aud palaces 
and slaves and cattle. Hud she sold 
out and cleaned up she could have 
drawn her little check for about £700,- 
000,000. She didn't worry about where 
her spring bonnet was to come from, 
and when a new style of dress goods ) 
<same out she didn t sit up nights for 
lear some neighbor would secure a pat- 
tern first. While she made it lively tor 
her enemies she was soft on her friends. 
She gave her waiting-maid §500,000 in a 
lump for dressing her hair in a new 
style, and she tossed tho same amoimt 
to her dressmaker as a reward for the 
excellent fit of one particular dress. One 
day when she saw a poor old man trav- 
eling the highway on foot she presented 
him with 500 asses to rido ou, and in- 
sisted on his accepting £50,000 to pay 
his toll and tavern bdls. 

Cyrus, King of Persia from the year 
538 to 580, had some little change to be- 
gin with, and in ten years he could draw 
his check for £000,000,000. He didn't 
haggle over tho price of a slave when a 
man came to buy, but presented him 
with 1,000. Ho at one time owned 30,- 
000 horses, -10,000 cattle, 200,000 sheep, 
15,000 asses and 25,000 slaves, and when 
he got tired of a palaco costing $1,000,- 
000, he gave it away to some poor wash- 
woman with seven children to support. 
He one day sat down to a dinner which 
•cost £30,000, and in the afternoon he 
went on £50,000 di'unk. Tho police 
didn't run him iu, or ho would doubtless 
have insisted on paying a fine of £20,000 
and presenting his Honor -with a comer 
boose and lot m the toniest part of Baby- 
Ion. 

King Mones was another well-heeled 
man. It was too much trouble to count 
his casli, and so he weighed it. One 
day when an old friend oskcd him for 
tho loan of a few dollars until Saturday 
night, he sent him a procession of 00 
BSBCB, each animal loaded with 100 
pounds of gold coin. He paid £100,000 
for a bird which could whistle, tho same 
for a trick dog, and he had such a fond- 
ncRS for white oxen tliat he shelled out 
£25,000 a])iece for them, aud at one time 
had a drove of 2,000. When ho got out 
with the boys he made thinps lively. 
During one sprcio iu his city of Memphis, 
he gave away £5(10, (100, aud didn't get 
drunk at that. At one time ho had 
1100,000 gold chains, l,0OO,uO0 finger 
rings, 100,000 costly swords, 300,000 
daggers, and land only knows how many 
iish-lines, jiiclv-nnives, cork-screws and 
tobiicco boxes. His wife h.ul £1,000,000 
a yeai- as pin money, and wlicu his eldest 
son went up to Thebes to .see the ele- 
phant, be was followed by 500 friends,

The 
town has a population of abouc i>00, 

■ cbnsists'of one street, run on an irregu- 
lar line, and lia.s only one store, that of 
Mr. jMulawan.skv, a native of KuH.siaii 
Poland, w!io .speaks English and Freucii 

|!/wiSh a fluency equal to thab.o£ his nii 
" fci've tongue, and who has amassed con- 
siderable wealth from fur trading, lie 
is said to have travelled e.xteiiKively 
among tho Indians of the Pacific Const 
in British Columbia and Alaska, and 
I has bocomo thoroughly habituated to 
their instincts. He sends all hiaT trade 
to tho London market, antTwiii not sell 
a single skin to a visitor. Tho follow- 
ing is related of him : "Why wouldn't 
you sell me that sea otter skin for ^?100l 
You say it will bring you only that in 
London, and by soiling it now you 
would not have to wait so long for 
your money, besides whicli you would 
save freight, &c." "Because," saiil 
MULAWASSKY, "I want to retain your 
friendship. I would gladly do any- 
thing I can to aid you or to accoranulate 
you in any wa}', and am always 

happy to entertain you to the extent of 

my ability. If, however, I were to .sell 
j j .j^ojv; that skin, even for what it cost 
*"rae or'a little more, when ybii took it 
to a furrier at homo to bo dros.sed and 
made up, ho would naturally ask where 
'■yoli got it and what you paid for it. 
He would then, in.spired perhaps by 
jealousy, say it was not worth so much, 
and you would therefore think ^Iul- 
AWAKBKV had cheated you. Then I 
would lose your friendship." The 
houses are heated by an oven made of 
brick, containing Hues. After the 
bricks are thoroughly heated and tljo 
.smoke exhausted, the chimney is closed 
and the aparturcH connecting with tho 
adjoining rooms opened, producing and 
maintaining for a long period a very 
comfortable warmth. Tho people are 

■ hospitable and simple in manner, yet 
improvident. They raise beef and 
vegatables abundantly, and but for 
their "lu.xurious case" would live com- 
fortably. There are no lawyers, no 
courts of justice, and during the past 
eighteen years no crimes have been 
developed requiring magisterial inter- 
ference. There are a few people here 
who are not natives, who have acquired 
education and cultivation in the cu.s- 
toma of polite society in other parts of 

; i.the world. The atti^'aqtion to tliis re- 
i-jftmote place has been the profits of the 
^ 'fur trade. They have their social 
amusements into the spirit of which 
they enter heartily, assembling early in 
the evening at tho house to which they 
are invited, and between feasting and 
dancing, fun and frolic, the hours pass 
rapidly in the enjoyment of their in- 
[• nbcerifjfeptiyitie& , Strangers are g|)Pci- 
ally welcome on those occasions, ami 
nothing secures from your PLUsaian en- 
tertainer his greatest respect than your 
ability to join in the consumption of 
raw fish, radishes, milk, pickled salmon, 
tea, brown bread and caviar at a uie- 
ment's notice. In addition to these 
comestibles there is always a j)lentiful 
' , supply of cold meats, beets, cheese, 
white bread, fresh butter and other de- 
licacies, together with California wines, 
whiskey, bottled iVIilwaukcc beer and 
home-made small beer, somewhat tart 
and spicy and agreeable to the taste. 
Andas all, ladies and gentlemen, smoke, 
there is no stint of cigars and Pvus.sian 
cigarettes of fine Turkish tobacco. Fond 
of tho dance, it is kept up all evening 
with little cessation, many of the 
figures new and difficult of execution, 
some presenting comical features, as for 
instance when a pious looking lieuten- 
ant of a Russian frigate, after e.Khaust- 
ing bis English in exclaiming "God 
save the Queen, turned two somersaults 
in the middle of the floor and drank to 
"Russia and America" amid loud 
.shouts of applause and the clinking of 
many glasses. Through a gaj) in the 
hills to the north of the town rise the 
snow-clad peaks of Kovianski, Avatcha 
and Koselska, the first-named 11,500 
feet high, the second over 9,000 feet, 
almost always in a state of volcanic 
eruption, and the la.st "5,300 .feet. 
Thirty miles to the southward stands 
Wilaebinski, towedng.TiOOOifeet above 
tho level of the sea. It is said to be a 
perfect barometer, and as such is con- 
stantly watched. When its entire 
outline is clearly cut against the sky it 
is an indication that the following liay 
will bring fair weather, and the ap- 
pj^oach'of storEQB or 'foggy weather is 
fori^told by clouds that hide the |)eak 
merely or conceal the entire mountain 
from view. The soil in the valleys is 
fertile and susceptible of a high state 
of cultivation; but tho puoplo have no 
ambition to become farmers, preferring 
to depend for food chiefly upon the 
abundant supply of fish obtainable in 
' tho seaspa at any hour of the day. At 
Sl'Stichael's in i^laska, intelligence 
was received that last winter had been 
unprecedentedly mild and that the 
present season was an unusually, open 
one. Tba whaling fleet lind - been' ex- 



ceedingly successful, and already sev- 
eral vessels had returned to the United 
States with full cargoes. Tho revenue 
cutter Corwin, visiting the Siberian 
coast, about Plover Bay, had found re- 
lics of a wrecked vessel believed to be 
the lost whaler Vigilant, indicating the 
tendency of the wind or currents of 
tho Polar Sea towards that coast. Tho 
presumption, therefore, is entertained 
that tho Jeannette probably found safe 
harborage upon Wrangel Laud. At St. 
Michael's our voyagers were able to ob- 
tain the comforts of a llussian bath. 
Tho following is the receipt given : — 
" Take a quantity. o£ stones and erect 
an oven-like structure, within which 
make a tire. When thoroughly heated 
put up a tent over the stones, and close 
all apertures as much as po.ssible. Go 
•inside, remove your clothing and throw 
water upon the stones until steam is 
generated, which will soon fill the tent 
like a laundry on Monday morning. 
Continue this application until perspi- 
ration is induced to =the necessary de- 
gree, and finish the process with a 
sponge and tub of water, followed by 
brisk frictiori with coarse towel.s. The 
result will bo a blissful feeling that 
must be experienced to bo appreciated. 
This bath is practicable in any climate." 
A i)ftrfcct similarity of feature and gen- 
eral appearance was found to e.xist be- 
tween tiie natives of this section and 
the Es(juiinaux of the eastern coast, 
and altliough reported to be Indians, 
speaking an entirely ditTorent language 
from the Cumberland Inlet and central 
tribes, they conversed fluently in the 
Inuit language. Some words were 
identical in both sections,. and the simi- 
larity of all was quite sufficient to he 
readily understood. 

OUR XOliLI-: SELVES AS OTHERS 

SEE US. 

Our eontemporary, the government 
organ, continues to laud its employers 
for virtues they have never possessed, 
and to load tho opponents of that gov- 
ernment with vile epithets and accusa- 
tions that have never been merited. 
But fulsome adulation on one hand and 
foolish raillery on the other cannot in- 
terfere with or sot aside tho inexorable 
logic of facts. The aspect of aflairs in 
tho isolated district of Kootenay is 
grave enough to give just cause of 
alarm. Attention has been already 
drawn to tho maladministration of 
justice and the high handed violation 
of law in that far off locality ur.d we 
are glibly answered that no arrests 
have beev. made in the district for 
some time. Since then wo hear of 
the roasting of Meade and Jeuvais in 
a cabin on Galbuaitii's premises al- 
most at his door. This catastrophe as 
to cause is somewhat mysterious, but it 
is to bo feared that it was directly or 
inflirectly brought about by crime. But 
this' subject will' be referred to again 
hereafter. In the meantime wo re- 
commend tho perusal of the subjoined 
article to our reader.r. Our disgrace 
extends beyond our own borders. It 
is by the hand of a foreigner we are 
treated to the humiliating spectacle of 
our degradation. We are obliged to 
confess that British la^ and British 
justice as admini-itered by WAr.KE.M it 
Co. are as untriiatworthy and incom- 
petent to punish crime as they are to 
protect tho persons and property of our 
people. 

KOOTH.s'AV ni.sTaiijT, II. (;. 

The Catholic Indian misaion in Kooten- 
ay appears to bo an oyo-soro to some nf 
the government official.^ and .issociatos 
Uvin|r in that distant locality. Catholic 
misBionnrics stationed in that extensive 
mission areforaomo time past continually 
annoyed by white vandals of tho worst kind. 
Though a petition for redress ha.s been 
presented to liighor authorities tlio scan- 
dalous and disgraceful outrages arc carried 
on in the same high-handed manner, and 
more than that it goes seemingly from 
bad to worse. As the government lias 
boon duly instructed about tliis state of 
affairs it can no longer plead ignorance in 
tho case; and to bo juat and equitable to 
loyal citizens, its early and oflicient inter- 
position is looked for by all peaceful in- 
habitants of Kootenay and vicinity. 

Wo are informed that fresh distur- 
bances have occurred there very recently, 
and to our groat surprise wq learn that 
cmploy(?H of tho Provincial government 
have been leaders and accomplices in 
those villainous deeds. Some time ago a 
church-bell, procured at great expense to 
tho Catholic mission, was violently de- 
stroyed by a mob of ruffians and vaga- 
bonds. This vandalism was perpetrated 
without the slightest provocation on the 
part of tho priests and Catholic Indians, 
all of whom value peace moro than gold 
or silver. Besides this, many other in- 
justices have been concocted and execut- 
ed by tho same gang of vagrants. The 
perpetrators can have nothing in view 
but to malignantly gratify their hatred 
against the Catliolic mission, now in a 
flourishing condition. 

Tho Catholic mis.sionarios do their ut- 
most to pacify tlielndiansandto intlucnco 
thoin not to repay their assailants with 
like injustices. Till now they have suc- 
ceeded in keeping tho natives under con- 
trol and from every retaliation ; but who- 
ther tho Reverend Fathers will be abloto 
prevail upon them much longer, no one 
can toll. Considering tho many outrages 
already inflicted upon thcni, and tho in- 
famous threats constantly made to terrify 
them, a peaceful forbearance is almost 
moro than caii bo expected from tho In- 
dians. Should any serious troubles arise 
botweon those Indians and tlie white set- 
tlers, we know well at whose door we 
must lay tho blame. The government 
ofticials of Kootenay and thoir higher 
magistrates wo shall hold responsible for 
Buoh a calamity. -—Ooytoiic Sentinel, Noc.

The weather at New West- 
minster is mild and rainy, the river was 
rising slowly last night, but it is not ex- 
pected it will continue to do so for long. 

Were thry Poisoned? — Yesterday 
morning as Mr. McKinnon of tho harbor , 
lighthou.so was coming to town in his boat i 
hu picked up nine quail, six of which were j 
dead, and tho others died shortly after 
they were taken into the boat. Some 
evil-dispopod person must have been dis- 
tributing poison for aoine purpose or 
other, or those fine birds would hardly 
have died as thoy did. If game is thus 
wantonly destroyed it is only a question 
of time as to its extermination. 

It ill estimated that the season's yield 
of wheat in Quebec and Ontario will be 
25,000,000 bushels. Tho good harvest is 
app'irently not due to extended planting, 
as tho acreage on the two sections has 
not been materially increased.

EUROPE. 

Beuli.v, Nov, 18. — The deputies at 
the opening of the Reichstag listened 
with icy coldness to the King'.s .speech,

Madrid, Nov. 19. — Senor Sagnata 
had just ended ft debate on an address, 
when Senor Canovas, leader of the con- 
servativps, rose to reply, with n paper 
in his hand covered with notes, taken 
during Sagasta'.s speech. Cries of 
"Enough!" "Enoughl" «'Vote!'' "Vote!" 
rose immediately from the centre. Sa- 
gasta deputies rose to theiv feet gesticu- 
lating furiously, and others went to- 
wardH the door. Ministers and depu- 
ties sprang up crying out "Order! ord- 
er! to your seats, gentlemen!" Others 
m the centre, especially in the left 
centre, benches, around Marios, Moret 
and Castelar, called out to respect \m- 
viloge and fair play, appealing to the 
majority. Crie.s of "Vote! vote!" rose 
above liibsoH and groans from the gal- 
leries and tribiines, where every one of 
tho ladies, diploniatist.s, generals, depu- 
ties and senators, and occupants of the 
strangers' gallery, were on their feet, 
moat 0? them taking the part of Cano- 
vas against the party on the floor that 
shouted him down. Sagasta upbraided 
his followers energotically and Presi- 
dent Plorrera rang his bell, striking on 
tho table and crying in violent tones 
until he became hoarse and red in the 
face. The tumult reached its cliiuai: 
at the moment when Canovas, exa.spor 
:itcd, sat down amid ringing clicer.s uiul 
applause of ministor.s and tribunes. 
The disorder then became indescriba- 
ble. Deputies called out and shook 
fists at each other and exchanged un- 
complimentary remarks upon their re- 
spective good manners. Others ex- 
changed insults with people in tho gal- 
laries, where guards were obliged to 
make several arrests. At last Sagasta 
made himself heard. After a protp.st 
against the tumult he invited Canovas 
to speak, but tho latter declined amid 
n scene of tumult and excitement never 
witnessed since the famous federal 
assembly under ilio lepublic of 187.3. 
In the lobbies of the dejiuties angry 
colloquies ensued between members. 
Two ehallenges wtsre given and re- 
ceived. The general impression even 
among ministerial ranks wan that the 
majority had provoki-d this shameful 
exhibition by an intolerant spirit and 
indiscretion that bodes no good for the 
rest of tho session. Home of tho con- 
servatives were delighted at heart, 
but the democrats, indopendonts antl 
aeveral ministers deplored tho disgrace- 
ful finish of the groat debate, whicli on 
tho whole was highly favorable to Sa- 
gasta's policy.

Tbo Stoxy of & Hllllonalrd. 

Nearly eighty years ago a poor boy, 
about eight years o£ age; began hi.<i' 
business life by rending cakes in the 
streets of Kidderminster. On Thurs- 
day, June IG, 1881, that whilom cake 
merchant died at Erdington, near Bir- 
mingham, full of years and honors, a 
millionaire in fortune, but leaving be- 
hind him what is more priceless than 
untold gold, the reputation of a blame- 
less life, and vast educational estab- 
lishments built under his own personal 
inspection and endowed at his own 
cost. 

Born on the 23d of February, 179;'), 
in JSIill street, Kidderminster, Josiah 
Mason was the second son of a ))Oor 
carpet weaver, so poor that he could 
only afford to send his child for a few 
months to a dame-school in the cottage 
next his own; and, as we have said, at 
8 years old tho boy was compelled to 
face the ,world on his own account, 
selling cakes from door to door. 'After 
a time he ventured on a higher flight, 
and having procured a donkey, with 
paniers, ho pursued the calling of a 
dealer in fruits and vegetables, till he 
had reached his 15th year. Tired of 
street life, and largely influenced by a 
desire to tarry at Home with a sick 
brother, Josiah taught him.self .shoe- 
making; but, as he often said in after- 
life, although he used tiie best leather 
and put into it his best work, he could 
not make it pay, and so gave it up. 
Meanwhile he had been trying hard at 
self-improvement, being helped to a 
knowledge of the art of writing by at- 
tendance at various Sunday-schools. 

From 15 to 20, he tried his hnnd 
successfully at various occupations, in- 
cluding shop keeping, baking, carpen- 
tering, blacksmith's work, house- paint- 
ing, and finally his father's old trade of 
carpet-weaving. Resolved to try a 
wider field for enterprise, he removed 
to Birmingham, whero he fell in lovo 
with and married his cousin, .\nnie 
Griffith, a union prolonged in mu- 
tual confidpiicc ami happines.s fifty- 
three yeaivs. Somo one who knows his 
character and circumstances took him to 
Mr. Harrison, split-ring manufacturer, of 
Lancaster street, Birmingham, saying, 
"Thia is the very man you want." ;\lr. 
Harrison, disappointed probably by 
many previous applicants, rather cold- 
ly remarked, "I havo had a good many 
young men come hero, but they were 
afraid of dirtying thoir fingers." Young 
Mason, who had been standly quiotiy 
in the background raised his lmnds,said 
with a quaint humor that characterized 
him throughout life, "Are you ashamed 
of dirtying yourselves to get your own 
living 1" Thia unstudied touch of nature 
so impressed Mr. Harrison that ho at 
once closed with his visitor to whom he 
sold his business twelve months later 
for £500, Mr. Mason being to pay for 
it out of his first year's profits. 

The story of Josiah Mason's business 
life thenceforward roads life a chapter 
from a fairy tale. Inventing a machine 
for beveling hoop rings he so reduced 
tho cost and increased the speed of 
manufacturing them that a clear gain 
of £1,099 resulted from its year's use. 
The first machine so constructed was 
made in 1825 and was until very re- 
cently still in use in the large works at 
Iiancaster' street; " To thie ■ split-ring 
trade Mr. Mason quickly added that of 
making steel pens. James Perry of 
Manchester and London, had been the 
first maker of these, preceeding by o 
short time tho earliest Birmingham 
makers. The two latter had begun to 
make the silt in their pens by machin- 
ery while in Mr. Perry's the slit was 
inado by means of a hammer. At that 
time nine pons were sold upon a card 
for three and sixpense; and one of 
these falling into Josiah Mason's hands 
heset about dovisinginiprovemonts, and the 
same evening made three pens, which he 
Bont in a letter— for which he had to pay 
ninepcnco postage — to Mr. Perry. That 
gontlemon at once saw the value of tho 
improvement, hastened to Birmingham, 
and had an interview with Mr. Mason, 
who from that time onward became tho 
aole maker of tho pons sold under Perry's 
name. The trade at first was of very 
modest proportions, tho old account books 
showing that in 1829 and 1830 orders 
were executed by twenty or thirty gross 
at a time, from which tho concern grew 
until Mr. Mason became the largest pen- 
maker in tho world. In 1830 twelve 
work-people were employed in Lancaster 
street, and 112 pounds of steel were 
thought a largo cjuantity to roll for a 
weeks consumption. In 1874, tow.ard 
tho closo of Mr. Mason's connection with 
tho works, nearly a thousand persons 
wore employed, the quantity of steol roll- 
ed every week for pon-making exceeded 
three tons, and about sixty tons of pops 
were constantly in movement thron^lwut 
tho building, in one or other of tho many 
stages of manufacture. Tho significance 
of these figures will bo hotter understood 
when wo add that there aro probably a 
million and a half of pons to a ton. — Cas- 
sell'a MagcKinc.

Tho Siphthorla Plant. 

Some light was thrown' uiion the 
origin- of 'diphtheria last iiight in a lec- 
ture before the Academy of Natural 
Sciences by Professor Horatio C. Wood, 
who gave the result of his researches 
in connection with Dr. Henry F. For- 
mad, involving the important dis- 
covery that this fatal and insidious dis- 
ease is ipropagafed^^iby^ a, ^microscopic 
^laiit;;^ or 'fuhgi,^xisBng'^in all Imman 
beings, especially in tho mouth and 
throat, but lacking the power of repro- 
duction until given increased vitality 
by those disordered cchditions of the 
mucous membrane whi.cU. attend sprq 
throat when caused by cold.^ The in-, 
vestigations were made at the instance 
of the National Board of Health and 
extended not only to the phenomena 
attending the ordinary endemic diph- 
theria existing in Philadeli)hia, but to 
the more violent form occurring from 
'time to time in different places. Dr. 
Formad visited an infected town on 
Lake Michigan, where one-third of all 
the childrpii in a luarshy district died 
of the epidemic, and brought back with 
him specimens of the diphtheric virus, 
several of the false membrances which 
are invfariably formed in the throats of 
afilicted persons and ]>ortions of their 
viscera. 

In all blood, .said the i)i'ofes3or, there 
are two kinds of corpuscles, the rod or 
color-giving and the white. By careful 
study and experiments, both in human 
beings and tho lower animals, it was 
found tliat tlii.s intiiiitcaiinal plant fastens 
upon tlic white curpuscles, and multiplies 
its cells, altering their character until, 
with tlio interior destroyed, thoy burst 
and tho plants, set loose in an irregular 
iiiasa, separate and go o& individually, to 
continue the destructive work on other 
corpuscles. Thus increased they poison 
tho blood, choke the vessels and aro 
found in myriad numbers in the spleen 
and bone marrow, where the blood it 
manufactured, riufessur Wood's investi- 
gations show that the false membrane,' 
supposed to invariably ihdioato the pre- 
sence of diphtheria, may bo caused by 
amuionia, Spanish lly or any other irrita- 
ting influence in the throat, so that its 
presonco is not infallible as indicating tho 
existence of this disease. But in any case 
tho false membrane is built up by this 
parasitical plant, which grows and multi- 
plica upon ita inflamed aurroundings, what- 
ever may bo ita cause. It is when tho 
plants grow strong onough to extend to 
tho blood, either poisoning it thomaelvea 
or carrying the poison with them, that 
diphtheria sets in. This littlo plant is 
exactly tho same as found upon a coated 
tongue. Whon Professor Wood put 
plants audi as found upon a healthy 
tongue in sterilised matter they failed to 
grow. On the contrary, plants from the 
throat or blood of a person aSected with 
diphtheria multiplied r.ipidly. 

Tho practical reault of the investigation 
pointed out was tho possibility that diph- 
theria, if oxiating theories hold good, 
may be prevented by artificial vaccina- 
tion. In the case of splenic fever caught 
from animals, which has been proved to 
originate in a somewhat similar plant, 
Pastour has found that the plant, whon 
exposed a sufficient ,tinip tothe_air, by 
the action' of oxygen lisea its poisonous 
character, and when then introduced into 
tho system m.ikcs tho animal sick, but is 
no longer fatal. The deduction ia that 
this diphthotic plant, scientificall}' known 
aa " micrococi, may in time be so culti- 
vated so that when innooulated with it 
the ayateiji will be no longer subjected to 
the diseaa'e ni its! fatal fom. Concluding 
the lecture, Profoasor \Vobd was applaud- 
ed when ho said that these discoveries 
could never have boon made but for tho 
aid of vivisection, against which thero ia 
a foolish projudico in the mindabf many. 
— I'hihuUdphia Times.
